rant who they Were, having only been in- 
formed thet “two men from Lichmend”’ 
wire hunting the Sireets to shoot me; that 
when the tiring took piace my wife was near 
my side, not more m one pace to the rear: 
that John P. Wise ran from me the instant he 
fired; and that al! the circunistances leading 
up to this rencounter—such as leaving thei 
names for me at the hotel as “genUemen frou: 
Philadelphia,” and further requesting the 
clerk to bave me conducted to a prirate room 
to meet Lhem—sbow a carefully coustructed 
and cold-blooded plot to take my life without 
risk to themselves, which nothing on earth 
prevented but the bare accident that my 
elbow, by an instinctive movement, caught 
the hall that was aimed within less than two 
feet ot my 

When the case is called at the bar of the 
Criminal Court here, it will be time enough 
to enter into details; and when the state- 
ments of a “cloud of witnesses” are put in 
opvosition to that of George LD. Wise, the 
public will sufficiently judge, and the law 
decide between us.
